There  are  many  ways  by  which  individuals  may  obtain  help  in  financing 
their  education.  Loans,  bursaries,  and  scholarships  all  provide 
avenues  which  contribute  to  making  educational  opportunities  available 
to  all  Albertans. 

This  publication  deals  with  one  of  these  avenues  -  scholarships  and 
awards.  It  was  designed  to  be  used  by  counsellors  as  a  resource  in 
helping  inform  Albertans  who  are  planning  to  enter  the  post- secondary 
education  system.  The  scholarships  listed  are  those  tenable  in  the 
province's  principal  post- secondary  institutions  and  represent 
assistance  provided  by  institutions,  the  private  sector,  business  and 
industry,  as  well  as  governments.  Most  of  these  awards  require  a 
certain  level  of  academic  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  applicant. 

Produced  as  a  general  guide,  this  booklet  may  not  include  all  avail- 
able awards.  Students  are  encouraged  to  consult  institutional 
calendars  and  awards  office  personnel  for  further  information  and 
clarification  concerning  conditions  and  criteria. 

For  information  on  programs  designed  to  provide  financial  assistance 
such  as  guaranteed  loans,  grants  and  special  assistance  programs, 
refer  to  the  brochure  entitled  Financial  Assistance  for  Alberta 
Students,  available  from  the  Students  Finance  Board.
